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DETAILED ACTION 
Else txon/Res trlctlons 

Newly submitted claims 23-26 directed to an invention that 
is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed 
for the following reasons: these independent claims have been 
witdrawn from consideration as being drawn to non-elected 
species. It is unclear whether the amino acids recited therein 
is part of the genus claimed attached to RANTES (10-68) or are 
independent sequences. Since applicants have received an action 
on the merits for the originally presented invention, this 
invention has been constructively elected by original 
presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 
23-26 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Status of the claims 
Claims 1-26 are pending in the application. 
Claims 1-12, 15-16 and 18-26 are withdrawn from further 

consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a 

nonelected invention and species. 

Claims 13, 14, and 17 are under examination. 
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Information Dlsclosurs StatBOiBnt 

The listing of references in the specification is not a 
proper information disclosure statement (e.g., see specification, 
pages 27-30). 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, 
publications, or other information submitted for consideration by the 
Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be' submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by 
the examiner on form PTO-8 92, they have not been considered. 
The information disclosure statement filed 3/4/2004 fails to comply 
with 37 CFR 1.98(a) (2), which requires a legible copy of each cited 
non-patent literature publication or that' portion which caused it to 
be listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it 
to be listed.
